with the bill held straight and 
the neck in position for a quick, 
snake-like strike, they get a clear 
view of the w ater in which they 
are standing. When an unwary 
fish, or frog, comes close, the 
head darts downward and neatly 
impales the struggling prey on 
the sharp bill. With a quick toss, 
the morsel is then thrown into 
the air and re-caught on the in­ 
side of the bill, to be eaten at 
once or taken back to the young 
ones at home. 
And it is not only water ani­ 
mals that are eaten by the blue 
I heron; a familiar sight in irrigat­ 
e d districts is that one of these 
large birds standing 
patiently 
over a gopher hole, waiting for 
that ill-famed demon of the un­ 
derworld to poke out his head. 
When he does so—swish! There 
is one less gopher in the world. 
The flight of the heron—except 
for the landing, |>erhaps—is 
a 
marvel of 
aeronautical 
perfec­ 
tion. With slow, heavy, flaps, the 
bird rises from the ground and 
flies low for some distance be­ 
fore attempting to gain altitude. 
It may occasionally soar for a 
few feet, with the 
wings 
set 
gracefully at full “camber ; that 
is, the wings are curved, the im­ 
aginary center of the radius of 
the curve being below the bird. 
Thus the leading edge of each 
wing is somewhat lower than the 
middle, and the trailing edge is 
even with the leading edge. 
As 
any 
aircraft-designer 
w ill tell 
you, this does not make for the 
greatest speed, but it does impart 
a/ high degree of stability at low 
speeds, and it is a beautiful thing 
to watch. 
Arriving at the nest, the moth­ 
er bird has a little difficulty in 


ed to violently flap the air back­ 
ward, in an effort to stop her 
momentum, and all the time, her 
feet are rather impotently feel­ 
ing for the perch. When her toes 
touch, she grabs hold, then teet­ 
ers precariously for a moment 
before being sure of her balance. 
After waiting a minute or so to 
recover from this trying ordeal, 
she turns to the baby nearest her. 
and plunges the wicked-looking 
beak deep into 
the 
nestling s 
throat. Here she regurgitates a 
good part of what she has eaten; 
when the youngster is either full 
or has taken all she has, away 
she flaps to look for more. After 
the babies are more nearly grown 
up. she will bring back whole 
fish for them. 
It is a heartening fact, that the 
number of herons is on the in­ 
crease. 
They are protected, of 
course, by law, and their breed­ 
ing places are maintained in an 
undisturbed state. More impor­ 
tant, the farmers are beginning 
to realize the harmlessness, and, 
indeed, the value of these birds, 
and are letting them alone. Twen- 
tv 
years 
ago. 
scientists were 
shaking their heads sadly, and 
saying that it looked as if the 
great blue heron would eventual- 
lv go the way of the dodo and 
the great auk. Let us hope that 
they keep on increasing.

ON WHAT IS BEING DONE TO PROVIDE 


RECREATION FOR SERVICE MEN 
(Editor's Note: The following 
comprehensive report on what 
is being and has been done in 
Palm Springs in the way of 
providing clean, healthful rec­ 
reational facilities for service 
men stationed in this area was 
issued this week by John Chaf- 
fey, chairman of the City Rec­ 
reation Commission. The re­ 
port is so important that The 
Desert Sun is reprinting it here 
in full.) 
On April 24th a meeting was 
held at the Desert Inn at which 
the following organizations were 
represented:

Andrews, of the Palm 
Springs Army Hospital, Lt. Her­ 
bert and Lt. Wiggins of the Palm 
Springs post of the Ferry Com­ 
mand, and Captain Isham, Morale 
Officer of the encampment at 
Desert Center, Mayor Shannon, 
Chief of Police Sanard.

Melba Bennett. 
Organization Formed 
Discussion was confined to the 
problems which face the com­ 
munity as a result of the influx 
of service men and what steps 
should be taken by the commun­ 
ity for recreation and entertain­ 
ment of service men. 
Conclusion of the meeting was 
that an organization be formed, 
known as the War Recreation 
Council, membership of which 
would be made up of representa­ 
tives of all of the different or­ 
ganizations in the community, and 
that the City Council be asked to 
appoint an executive board of 
five or seven which would form 
a nucleus for the new' organiza­ 
tion. The City Council was sub­ 
sequently advised that the Palm 
Springs Recreation Commission 
was willing to assume as much 
responsibility as it could for the 
recreation program for service 
men. At a meeting of the City 
Council, Wednesday, May 6th, the 
Council did not appoint any mem­ 
bers to any new board but re­ 
ferred the entire program to the 
Recreation Commission.

building. 
Acceptance by the City of the 
offer of Mr. O'Donnell to furnish 
his reservoir as a swimming pool 
for service men subject to the 
pool's use being practical from a 
chlorination and sanitary stand­ 
point. 
Many other suggestions were 
,made, including letting out of 
concessions for activities such as 
archery, shooting galleries, etc. 
No conclusions were reached at 
this meeting other than that the 
Recreation Commission would 
recommend to the City Council 
installation of outdoor showers 
and toilets at the Field Club, sub­ 
ject to funds'for the purpose be­ 
ing available. 
Contact F. S. A. 
On Wednesday, May 13. the 
writer and Recreation Commis­ 
sioner Arthur E. Bailey went to 
San Diego and interviewed Mr. 
Wayne Neale, Field Recreation 
Director of the Federal Securities 
Agency, and discussed wdth him 
the service men’s problem as it 
stands at present, and as it may 
develop. 
The Federal Securities Agency 
is the agency of the government 
w'hich when necessary furnishes 
funds to provide facilities which 
may be operated by the U.S.O. or 
other agencies. Our position as 
stated to Mr. Neale, was that the 
community is anxious to do ev­ 
erything which it possibly can to 
take care of the recreation and 
entertainment needs of the ser­ 
vice men which are now and w'ill 
be stationed 
here, in Palm 
Springs. Many in the community 
did not, however, care to provide 
additional facilities to those re­ 
quired by Palm Springs service 
men which might attract a larger 
number of service men to Palm 
Springs than a community of this 
size can absorb without reason­ 
able interference to its economic 
set-up. Our financial possibili­ 
ties for providing additional fa­ 
cilities for service men were 
pointed out to Mr. Neale as not 
being particularly favorable be­ 
cause of conditions peculiar to a 
resort community of this kind. 
Our citizens largely fall into two 
classes:Two Types of Citizens 
The rich whose incomes are be­ 
ing so drastically taxed that the 
tax for some of them will be 
actually greater than their in­ 
comes, making substantial dona-

tions from that source improb­ 
able. The local business people 
on whom has fallen the burden of 
shrinkage of the profits due to 
curtailed tourist travel as a re­ 
sult of war and 'the rubber situ­ 
ation, and the very limited funds 
derived from local taxes due to 
the limitation of the tax rate to 
SI.00 in cities of the sixth class. 
Many Soldiers Coming 
Mr. Neale was not particularly 
sympathetic to the point of view 
of not having facilities available 
here for service men from outside 
places. He stated it as his opin­ 
ion that we were bound to have 
large numbers of service men 
here from outside and suggested 
that we adopt a broader view of 
the problem and consider Palm 
Springs as a part of a large area 
embracing this entire valley. He 
pointed out that every resort 
community has faced this same 
problem with reluctance, at first, 
but sooner or later they all came 
around to the point of view of 
doing everything possible for all 
of the service men that they pos­ 
sibly can. He gave as a specific 
instance the case of La Jolla, 
which was slow to accept the sit­ 
uation and is now doing a great 
deal for service men from all 
camps in that area. The hospi­ 
tality center in La Jolla is oper­ 
ated by the U.S.O. as ate some 7 
or 8 hospitality centers in San 
Diego. Most recent hospitality 
center to be acquired in San Di­ 
ego by F.S.A. to be turned over 
to U.S.O. is a large garage which 
will be completely remodeled. We 
visited the hospitality center in 
National City which was built 
with P.S.A. funds, and for some 
reason not made clear is being 
operated with W.P.A. help, the 
center having four paid employ­ 
ees. The hospitality center in 
National City is built on city 
property and there is no expense 
to the city other than a nominal 
expense of $75 a month which 
covers electricity, gas. water and 
care of grounds 
The building 
has a well-furnished lobby with 
soda fountain, large kitchen, large 
electric refrigerator, a big audi­ 
torium and stage with 400 chairs, 
several conference rooms, rest 
rooms for both men and women, 
and a number of showers. Ac­ 
cording to the directors, these 
showers are used by from 75 to 
200 men per day. Dances are 
held every Friday night and on 
other evenings card parties, ping 
pong and other social diversions 
are promoted by the paid em­ 
ployees in charge. 
P. S. Can Have U.S.O. 
At the time of visiting F.S.A 
Director Neale, the commission 
was under the impression that 
Palm Springs was not eligible for 
U.S.O. assistance. This now ap 
pears, however, to have been a 
false assumption. A U.S.O. or­ 
ganization meeting was held on 
Saturday afternoon. May 16, in 
the Town House at which Mrs. 
Jessie Laskey was in charge. It 
was not made clear by whom the 
meeting was called. Present at 
the meeting were Mrs. Laskey 
and two out-of-town ladies. Mrs. 
Dineen. professional U.S.O. work­ 
er now in charge of U.S.O. cen­ 
ter in the Woman’s Club House 
in Indio: Leroy Dixon. State Di­ 
rector U.S.O., Á. B. West, County 
chairman, two men from Indio, 
Ernest Grill, adjutant of the 
American Legion: Dr. Widdess, 
commander of the local American 
Legion: Irving Snyder. Arthur 
Bailey. George Roberson. Merrill 
Crockett, John Connell, Mayor 
Shannon, Mrs. Roberson, Mrs. 
Darsey Lloyd, Mrs. Eleanor Reid 
and Mrs. H. L. Hansen. 
Oppose Drive for Funds 
The purpose of the meeting ap­ 
peared to be to appoint a local 
U.S.O. chairman and immediately 
organize a U.S.O. unit here and 
have a drive for funds. Riverside 
County quota for the U.S.O. drive 
is $38.000, and Palm Springs' 
quota is $1900. Considerable re­ 
sistance to a drive for funds in 
Palm Springs at this time was 
expressed toy Messrs. Snyder. 
Bailey, Chaffey and Roberson, 
and a history of discussion held 
on the service men’s question 
was sketched by the writer. The 
outline of the activities and prog­ 
ress at the Dugout was given by 
Adjutant Grill. According to Mr. 
Grill, attendance at the Dugout 
averages 50 daily with many 
times that number on Sundays. 
Attendance is steadily increasing 
and on at least tw'o Sundays over 
400 service men have patronized 
the Dugout. The size of the 
quarters is 30x45. It is operated 
entirely by volunteer assistance, 
Mrs. Henry Reid and Mrs. C. S. 
Henderson being in charge of the 
securing of volunteer workers. 
Due to the steady exodus from 
Palm Springs for the summer, 
volunteer workers are becoming 
increasingly difficult to secure 
and some of the workers now 
work as much as 6 or 8 hours a 
day. All food and drinks are do­ 
nated and that department is 
managed by Mrs. Agnete Hansen, 
who, herself, sometimes squeezes 
enough grapefruit to make 20 
gallons of grapefruit juice. Mr. 
Grill is of the opinion that a cry­ 
ing need is for a professional wo­ 
man to work in the kitchen. Ser­ 
vice men at the Dugout are tak­ 
en to both the Hanbury pool and 
the Hoof pool. Service men of 
the Ferry Command post are 
using the pool at Deep Well 
Ranch. 
No conclusion was reached at 
the meeting,

FOR NEWSPAPERS 


Newspapers throughout the nation are groaning under the bur­ 
den of printing free publicity for the various governmental agen 
<-ie* 
Every loyal newspaper has published many columns and pag­ 
es of this free advertising, for which the newspaper publishers have 
had to reach down in their pockets and pay real hard cash. It cos s 
money, lots of money, to pay printers and pressmen to produce this 
free advertising and editors and reporters to sort and edit the many 
ietlers and requests for free advertising that come ,n every mail. 
The Desert Sun has not received one cent for the publicity 
*„d advertising it has published for the Army. Navy. Marine_Corps. 
Red Cross. China Relief. Defense Bond and Stamp drives, and many 
other local state and national defense efforts, since the war started. 
This newspaper has published, and will continue to publish, the free 
publicity requested by the government, as winning the war is the 
first consideration, regardless of the effect on any business. 
How­ 
ever, newspaper publishers are not out of order when they protest 
a policy that asks newspapers to give away their stock in trade— 
the only thing they have to se ll-w h ile others supplying the govern­ 
ment receive pay for their commodities or services. 
Newspapers 
w ill continue to render this free service as long as they are able to 
do so. although the cost to the publishers is often terrific. 
In this 
connection, an editorial by J. L. Matthews, member of the California 
Employment Commission, published in The Covina Argus, is timely. 
Editor Matthews' editorial is published below in full: 


Thousands of mimeographed communications 
are being poured out by American governments, 
city, county, state and federal, addressed to all 
newspaper editors, pleading the great urgency for 
skilled and semi-skilled help in these government 
agencies. 
A news-editor told me recently that it takes 
rwo hours of his time each day to open and throw 
These communications in the wastebasket. 
As a 
publisher myself I know that this statem ent is not 
greatly exaggerated. 
All publishers of newspapers, large and small, 
are anxious to aid the war effort in any way pos­ 
sible. They are giving many hundreds of columns 
to civilian defense publicity, to war savings bonds, 
to the Red Cross and all such agencies that are al­ 
lied with the military problem. 
But publishers 
can’t afford to use pages of space for what is in 
reality classified advertising — the demand tor 
stenographers, for technicians of all kinds, for the 
million and one things that the governments lack 
in this emergency. 
All these requests, these demands on newspa­ 
pers, are also made in a routine manner on the 
state and federal employment services. 
Our em­ 
ployment service in California is engaged in filling 
thousands of such requests. 
Appeals for person­ 
nel should go to the employment services and not 
to newspapers. 
Yet, the newspaper editors and 
publishers are flooded with appeals to publish free 
what is in reality advertising copy. 
Careful survey of the newspaper field, small 
and large, fails to reveal any newspaper that is 
publishing these requests. 
As a publisher, and as 
a member of the employment commission, 1 say 
that one of two things should be done— either pay 
for all of these requests in the regular manner, or 
cease sending them to newspapers and concen­ 
trate on the real and actual clearinghouse— the 
employment services. 
In 1917-18, under direction of George Creel as 
head of the nation's public information bureau, 
newspapers were provided with liberal space in 
paid advertising. 
Creel attributed much of the 
success of liberty and victory loans to the paid ad­ 
vertising campaign. 
Newspapers are giving freely 
of space to present-day bond selling, but they can­ 
not devote such space as w as used in the first 
world-war unless paid for it. 
All newspapers, es­ 
pecially in the smaller classifications, are suffer­ 
ing seriously at the present time because of cur­ 
tailm ent of many sources of advertising— the auto­ 
mobile industry, privately-owned public utilities, 
farm machinery, and many of the great food con­ 
cerns. 
Only one national campaign so far has reached 
the public press in the form of paid advertising. 
This w as a recruiting campaign for the navy in the 
first part of this year, ordered by Secretary Knox, 
him self a newspaperman and well acquainted with 
Ihe power of m ass newspaper advertising. He has 
made the statem ent that this campaign was a 
success. 
I am writing at this time for two reasons— first, 
to point out that newspapers cannot possibly carry 
the load that government seem s to believe they 
should carry; and second, that much of the appeal 
for personnel is already being cared for through 
employm ent services. 
If the war is to be success­ 
fully publicized, I tell all that it must come through 
greater revenue from national sources to newspa­ 
pertk of recognized general circulation.

Worst feature of the request is 
the fact the arm y asks for the 
closing of a portion of Tachevah

town. 
O ther streets the city is asked 
to vacate are: 
Via M iraleste be­ 
tw een Tachevah Drive and Via 
Eytel and'som e 130 feet of Ave­ 
nida de Los P alo s,V erd es ru n ­ 
ning south from Paseo El M ira­ 
dor. 
The m atter was referred to the 
planning commission for recom ­ 
m endation.

A m ericans should not be held 
back from patriotic display of the 
Flag by indifference or careless­ 
ness.

Paul H erbert, commanding offi­ 
cer at the field. All that is hold­ 
ing up the program now is offi­ 
cial word from W ashington, he 
said, and this is expected at any 
tim e now. 
In the meantime, the personnel 
of the cam p will be increased this 
weekend to 65 enlisted men. 
So 
far 50 officers and men have been 
stationed here. 
The Ferrying Command expan­ 
sion program will include, among 
other things, the construction of 
four barracks 
to 
accommodate 
some 200 enlisted men, a head­ 
quarters 
building, 
engineering 
building, small mess hall, traffic 
control tower, and possibly some 
sort of a small hospital. Addition­ 
al im provement of the airport it­ 
self, comprising establishm ent of 
huge parking areas for planes and 
enlargem ent 
of 
runw ays 
may 
start about the same time, it is 
reported. 
At the present tim e men at the 
camp are housed in tents at the 
southwest corner of the airport 
property.

The m atter of collection of fees 
for business licenses is now in 
better shape than at any tim e 
since the city was incorporated, 
w ith only five firms now delin­ 
quent in paym ent of the license 
fees. City Clerk Peterson report­ 
ed at the council meeting W ed­ 
nesday night.

Proposed Law for 


Leasing Lands 


Indians of the Agua C aliente 
tribe last week acted to prevent 
passage of a law which would 
authorize the Secretary of the 
Interior, during any 
national 
em ergency 
declared 
by 
the 
President, to lease at his own 
discretion any tribal or allot­ 
ted Indian lands for "public, 
religious, educational or busi­ 
ness purposes for periods of not 
to exceed 25 years under such 
rules and regulations as 
the 
Secretary of the Inteiior may 
prescribe." 


The tribal comm ittee, com pos­ 
ed of W illie Marcus, chairm an; 
C. P. Segundo, 
vice-chairm an; 
Lorene Welmas, secretary; An­ 
thony A ndreas and Joe Patencio, 
drafted a resolution w hich has 
been sent to the Secretary of the 
Interior, the Com m issioner of In­ 
dian 
Affairs, 
m em bers o f the 
House and Senate Indians 
Af­ 
fairs Com m ittee and to the press. 
"Indians 
in 
all 
sections 
of 
America are voluntarily an d pat­ 
riotically doing th eir full d u ty as 
loyal A m erican citizens and are 
ready to comply w ith any and all 
sacrifices for the w elfare of the I 
nation," the tribal com m ittee de- j 
clares in the resolution. 
“W e do 
not approve but strongly disap­ 
prove the provision of th is un- 
A m erican bill which takes away 
from the Indians our 
inherent 
right to have a voice in th e dis­ 
position of our own property'—a 
right w hich is not being denied 
to any other group of A m erican 
citizens. We in all sincerity most 
respectfully ask congress to not 
approve the bill, HR661, in 
its 
present form. 
"It is our hope, expressed over 
the y'ears, to be considered in 
every w ay just as average A m er­ 
ican citizens — we w ant no ad­ 
vantage over any other group,” 
the com m ittee declares in 
the 
resolution.

(Continued from F irst Page) 
w orkm en, officers, and personnel 
necessary for construction and o p ­ 
eration of the 
Army F errying 
Comm and base at the new airp o rt 
and the Army Hospital at El M ir­ 
ador. Palm Springs is likely to 
face an acute housing shortage in 
the near future, according to in­ 
formed persons. 
Realizing this 
fact, th e 
Palm 
Springs R ealty 
Board is tackling the problem of 
how to provide adequate housing 
facilities for the contem plated in ­ 
flux of w orkm en and Army' p e r­ 
sonnel. 
Ask for F.H.A. M oney 
M unholland 
was 
appointed 
chairm an of the R ealty B oard's 
housing com m ittee, and im m edi­ 
ately w ent to work. First off. the 
chairm an contacted 
the Federal 
Housing 
A dm inistration relative 
to securing 
insured 
loans 
for 
housing construction in this area 
and inquired concerning th e m a t­ 
ter of priorities. 
M unholland w as inform ed by 
the Los Angeles office of the F. 
H.A. th at only by presidential d e ­ 
cree could housing priorities be 
made available here. 
T herefore, 
on May 12, C hairm an M unholland 
directed an air m ail letter to P re s­ 
ident 
Roosevelt 
explaining the 
problem 
confronting 
this com ­ 
m unity and urgently requesting 
that the entire incorporated area 
of the City of Palm Springs be 
designated “an area vital for d e­ 
fense”, and therefore eligible for 
Title 6 F.H.A. loans and the p ri­ 
orities necessary for extensive d e­ 
fense housing construction. 
H ousing Shortage N ear 
M unholland contacted the F.H. 
A. shortly after the Pearl H arbor 
incident on Decem ber 7, b u t at 
that tim e the governm ent bureau 
was inclined to look unfavorably 
on granting F.H.A. loans in Palm 
Springs, as they considered this 
strictly a 
seasonal 
resort area. 
However, in the opinion of M un- 
holland. the A rm y Ferrying C om ­ 
mand base and 
the new A rm y 
hospital to be built at El M irador 
completely' change the 
picture 
and necessitate some sort of low - 
cost housing. 
The chairm an of 
the 
R ealty 
Board com m ittee 
stressed 
the 
fact there are num erous patriotic 
property ow ners in Palm Springs 
who would be 
w illing to build 
small rental homes 
to provide 
housing for the A rm y personnel, 
providing they could obtain a t­ 
tractive 
insured 
governm ent 
loans. N aturally, if the new resi­ 
dences are to be let out at nom ­ 
inal rentals rath er than sold, the 
landlords could not afford to have 
all their capital tied up in invest­ 
ments bringing such a sm all rate 
of return. 
On 
th e 
other hand, 
however, if a person ow ning a lot 
clear could get a 90 percent T itle 
6 loan, he could w ell afford to 
build a sm all house or duplex to 
rent reasonably to A rm y person­ 
nel. 
No Housing Project 
M unholland also pointed to the 
im portance of requesting th a t the 
entire incorporated area of th e 
city be declared eligible for T itle 
6 loans. 
This, he said, w ould do 
aw ay to a large m easure w ith th e 
possibility of having undesirable 
housing 
projects 
spring up in 
which every house in the block or 
tract is built in th e sam e stereo ­ 
typed design. 
This plan w ould

Noel Wilson, reservation clerk in 
last w eek’s issue. It appears to 
be a>surprise to Wilson, th at he 
apparently made a hasty conclu­ 
sions. 
In regards to said petition, it 
w as draw n up about a year ago 
w ith the comm ittee, and help of 
attorney and adviser, but w as set 
aside, pending any im provem ents 
of his conduct and attitude (a 
letter was sent Supt. Dady' 
in 
Riverside at this tim e of his con­ 
duct tow ard the com m ittee) hav­ 
ing failed, w ith present com m ittee 
said petition was brought to life 
once more, and w as decided to 
be circulated which now carries 
17 names out of 24—others that 
didn't sign were not interested 
in tribal affairs one way o r an ­ 
other. 
We have no personal prejudice 
against Noel Wilson, or neither 
is it a revenge against the Dept, 
of Interior as Wilson personally 
asserts. We have letters from our 
D epartm ent ot Interior in W ash­ 
ington stating definite a c t i o n 
about to be taken as soon as pos­ 
sible.
